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Lawyer: Video apparently 
caught police beating 
handcuffed woman

The Chicago police vice squad burst through 
the door of the Noble Square neighborhood 
massage parlor last summer and grappled 
with the shrieking manager as a security cam- 
era rolled. 

Footage of the incident released Monday 
showed that Jianqing Klyzek was on her knees 
and cuffed behind her back within seconds. As 
Klyzek continued to scream, an officer stand- 
ing behind the petite woman slapped her in the 
head while another 
threatened to hit her 
with a Taser “to f-ing 
times.” Then another 
officer got in her face 
and began to rant. 

“You’re not a f---- 
-- American,” the of- 
ficer yelled at Klyzek, 
according to the 
video. “Tl put you in a UPS box and send you 
back to wherever the f--- you came from!” 

The disturbing surveillance footage is at 
the center of a federal lawsuit filed last week 
accusing the Chicago Police Department and 
10 officers of brutality and a hate crime. Po- 
lice officers can be seen on the video search- 
ing for the surveillance tape, but they were 
unsuccessful because it was recorded off-site, 
according to the lawsuit. 

The lawsuit alleged that police unjustly 
charged Klyzek with battery for allegedly bit- 
ing and scratching officers as they tried to sub- 
due her. The case was thrown out by a Cook 
County judge at a preliminary hearing, but the 
police then pursued a felony indictment in 
which one of the officers lied to a Cook Coun- 
ty grand jury, according to the suit. 

Sally Daly, a spokeswoman for State’s Attor- 
ney Anita Alvarez, said prosecutors dropped 
the felony charge in January after Klyzek’s at- 
torney gave them a copy of the security video. 
Prosecutors didn’t know of its existence at the 
time of the grand jury investigation, she said. 

Klyzek’s attorney, Torreya Hamilton, told 
reporters Monday that she believed the of- 
ficers involved should be fired for treating 
Klyzek like “she was less than human.” 

“I can’t see how they have any business 
wearing the uniform,” Hamilton said at a 
news conference at her law offices in the 
Loop. “She’s 5-foot-2 and weighs 110 pounds.

Klyzek, who is from China but has been 
a US. citizen since 2011, did not attend the 
news conference because the incident and

media attention surrounding the lawsuit “has 
been really scary for her,” Hamilton said. 

The raid took place around 7 p.m. last July 31 
when officers entered the Copper Tan and Spa 
in the 1000 block of North Milwaukee Avenue 
after an undercover officer working as part of a

vice squad was allegedly offered sex for money. 
As they rushed past the reception desk, Klyzek 
said she screamed out as one of the officers 
grabbed her arm because she “thought she was 
being robbed or attacked,” the suit said. 

The footage showed Klyzek being pulled 
toward a chair in the lobby and pushed down 
face. Klyzek was dragged onto the floor and 
handcuffed before she was struck in the head 
by an officer, identified in the suit as Frank 
Messina. According to the suit, Officer Ger- 
ald DiPasquale then began to scream at her, 
telling her she was not American and here on 
“borrowed time.” 

Neither DiPasquale nor Messina could be 
reached for comment Monday. 

Klyzek suffered a cut on her forehead as 
well as scratches on her neck and bruises on 
her right forearm and thighs, the suit said. 

Police spokesman Adam Collins released 
a statement saying the matter is being inves- 
tigated by the Independent Police Review 
Authority and that “the alleged comments, if 
true, are reprehensible and completely intol- 
erable in our police department.”

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Wrongfully convicted 
man files federal lawsuit

A Chicago man who spent more than two de- 
cades behind bars for a double murder before 
prosecutors dismissed his conviction filed a 
federal lawsuit Monday that alleges police and 
prosecutors coerced him into confessing to a 
crime he did not commit. 

Deon Patrick, 42, was serving a sentence of 
life without parole before he was released from 
prison in January. 

“I can never get back what they've taken 
from me,” Patrick said in an interview follow- 
ing a news conference with his attorneys. “I 
just want to be able to take care of my family, 
make sure my kids are OK, make sure their 
kids are OK. That’s what I’m trying to do with 
this lawsuit.” 

Patrick was a co-defendant of Daniel Tay- 
lor, who was convicted in the same Novem- 
ber 1992 double murder even though records 
showed he was in a North Side police lockup

when the murders occurred. Taylor, Patrick 
and six co-defendants all confessed. 

But the records that showed Taylor was in 
the lockup ultimately undermined the cases. 
Taylor was freed last summer after Cook 
County prosecutors moved to drop his con- 
viction. Patrick’s release followed, and both 
have since obtained certificates of innocence 
in Cook County Circuit Court. Taylor also has 
sued over allegations they conspired to cover 
up evidence of his innocence. 

Patrick’s lawsuit names as defendants the 
city of Chicago, Cook County, seven police of- 
ficers and two assistant state’s attorneys. 

A city Law Department spokeswoman said 
officials were reviewing the suit but declined 
further comment. A spokeswoman for the 
state’s attorney’s office also declined comment. 

Since his release, Patrick has been getting to 
know his two children and three grandchildren 
and adjusting to life outside prison.

U.S. accuses China 
of cyber spying 


AUS. grand jury has indicted five Chinese in- 
dividuals with cyber espionage charges for al- 
legedly targeting six American companies and 
stealing trade secrets, the U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment said, publicly accusing China of cyber 
spying for the first time. 

The hackers targeted U.S. companies in the 
nuclear power, metals and solar products in- 
dustries to steal information useful to competi- 
tors in China, the department said on Monday. 

The companies targeted include Alcoa Inc., 
United States Steel Corp., Allegheny Technol- 
ogies Inc., Westinghouse Electric Co. and US. 
subsidiaries of SolarWorld AG, US. officials 
said. 

The hackers also targeted United Steel, 
Paper and Forestry, Rubber, Manufacturing, 
Energy, Allied-Industrial and Service Workers 
International Union (USW), officials said. 

The hackers targeted US. companies in 
the nuclear power, metals and solar products 
industries to steal information useful to com- 
petitors in China, the department said. 

The move “indicates that DOJ has ‘smoking 


keyboards’ and [is} willing to bring the evidence 
to acourt of law and be more transparent,” said 
Frank Cilluffo, head of the Homeland Security 
Policy Institute at the George Washington 
University. 

American officials long have been con- 
cerned about hacking from abroad, especially 
China. Secret U.S. State Department cables 
obtained by WikiLeaks traced major systems 
breaches to China, Reuters reported in 2011. 
One 2009 cable pinpointed attacks to a spe- 
cific unit of China’s People’s Liberation Army. 

Such charges, however, are symbolic but the 
move would prevent the individuals indicted 
from traveling to the United States or other 
countries that have an extradition agreement 
with the United States. 

An FBI official last week told Reuters to 
expect multiple cyber security-related cases, 
including indictments and arrests, in the com- 
ing weeks. 

On Sunday, a top Chinese Internet official 
called for Beijing to tighten its own cyber se- 
curity, citing “overseas hostile forces.”

WH hat cdo Chance che Rapper, Roackie 
Fresh and Vic Mensa have in common, 
other than being Chicago rappers 
uarnering national attention?

Durk, Young Chop, Rhymef- 
eer, Tree, Mic Terror and Show YouSuck. 

LR. Bang, a program director for online 
raclio station WindyCityUnderground.com 
whis has witnessed the rise of multiple acts 
that worked with Closed Sessions, thinks the 
lilsel's consistency is a blessing for the city’s 
music COMmunity. 

“The records Closed Sessions has released 
Irom {Alex} Wiley, Show YouSuck and Tree in 
the last year alone have given the music scene 
hen: a bigger push just by having a home 
record label that is releasing quality music 
anzl cleveloping artists,” he says.
